You will 
find they are numerically smaller than 
the deaf. Cities like' New York. 
Albany. Rochester, Buffalo, etc.. have 
clubs for hard el hearing. Nowhere 

i heir membership approach the 
nunil>er of deaf. And yet b) conn 
sion they are much, much" belter off 
than the deaf. Why? Because they 
are well organised and -,;,,■. 

Hard-Oi hearing clubs in all cities in 
the State would rush to the aid of a 
member in difficulties in Buffalo. 
What is more important, being well 

mixed they're able to coned such 
abvises. So you see it isn't a matter 



of numbers thai counts. It's organi- 
zation, plus co-operation. 1 venture 
the statement that if the deaf of the 
land become well organized under a 
central authority there is nothing to 
bar their way in seeking fair and 
equal treatment. I've often stressed 
that even a small minority, well or- 
ganized, has more power than a large 
unorganized group; even though the 
latter outnumber the former 10,000 
to 1. If any doubt this 1 cite the 
Oases where several strong minor or- 
ganziations are able to control Con- 
gress and make them do as they 
wish. 

Have you ever experienced the un- 
comfortable feeling of being laughed 
al by boors while conversing with a 
deaf friend? To the hearing we deaf 
are supposedly the greatest joke creat- 
ed. Meaning, of course, the moronic 
kind of hearing people (and they 

m). May I ask if any hearing 
person would dare laugh at a couple 
of blind people? Certainly not. I do 
not mean that ihe deaf should be 
regarded with the same kind of pity 
he blind; all hough it is a fad 
that deafness is a far greater handii 
than blindness, according to a go 
many eminent doctors and scientists. 
What I'd like to see is deaf persons 
regarded as normal human beings, 
minus one of their six senses. 

I often wonder it in our determina- 
tion to prove to the world that we 
are equal with the best and scorn 
charit) we haven't over-reached wir- 
es. Is it a case ol over-pr. ■ 
gandization? No question about it 
that many deaf have proven they are 
equal to any hearing person. But 
what about the many who've fallen 
by the wayside? An iceberg only 

shows a tifth of it's full composition 

above water. It is not to far-fetched 
issume that for every successful 

deaf person there are the failures. I 
not mean failures in entirety. I 

mean lor every deaf person able to 
hold down a job and receive the same 
i..u oi pay as a hearing person there 
five who arc actual wage sl.c 
The deaf of New York State have 
ipportunity to create a real organi- 
•ii out of ihe dormant Empire 
Slate Association. Make il a SOT! 
model for other states to Copy. 
Hack it to the limit, imbue it with 
fighting proclavilies and make it a 
tool of all the deaf of our State. 
There is no question at all that it 
can he done.

Fifty years ago last May an unat- 
tractive little red building with one 
room was perched on a hillside over- 
looking the Sarana River on theout- 
skirts of what is new the village of 
Sarano Lake. To this cottage came 

two working girls, the first of along
